Modern Jewelry Art From the German 
Point of View. 





N the domain of applied arts, jewelry 
takes the first place (says Dr. Heinrich 
Pudor, in l’om Fels Zum Mecr, Berlin)

To adorn one’s seli with jewelry is one 
of the oldest instincts of the human race, 
and is no less pronounced in modern man. 
While for some branches of the jeweler’s ari 
entirely new demands are being made, which 
we shall discuss later, some others have as 
yet hardly been given attention; for in- 
stance, modern artistic earrings or finger

activity may be promised to the goldsmith’s 
art. 
At present the pendant has come greatly 


| into fashion, which constitutes one of the 


most thankful tasks for the trade artist. 
This applies both to the pendant proper as 


well as to the neck pendant 


Let us cast a glance at the present state 
of the jeweler’s art. Formerly the only 
demand made upon a piece of jewelry was 
that it should be costly and contain as many 
valuable gems as possible. The setting of 
the stone and the work of the jewelers were 
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¥§ secondary importance. That taste was 


running this way has been recognized in 
all countries, and from this recognition has 
sprung the progress made 

In England, Aymer Vallance gave the fol- 
lowing opinion: “Above all, the handwork 
of the goldsmith and silversmith must be rec 
ognized as an important artistic factor, en 
tirely apart from the mere execution of set 
ting the stones. The art of the metal worker 
must be considered capable of producing 
jewelry which is handsome in itself. Mere 
lustre and common surcharge must give 
way to beauty of form and color.” 

In Belgium, F. Khnoff uttered the follow- 
ing words: “I am of the opinion that a 
piece of jewelry can be produced without 
the aid of precious stones,” and van Stry- 
donck sided with him. In Germany the 
same discussion caused Ferdinand Morawe 
to say: “It is a pity that our industrial 
artists have no imagination.’ In a similar 
sense Georg Brochner wrote in Denmark:

“Inasmuch as in the modern jeweler’s art 
design and conception as well as a suitable 
treatment of the material are the main fac- 
tors, rather than the number of the precious 
stones used, the cost of a piece of jewelry 
need not at all be considerable.”’ 

Beside the conclusion that the design of 
the artist and the work of the artisan, but 
not the number of precious stones, deter- 
mine the artistic value of jewelry, another 
achievement of the modern art of gold- 
smithing consists in the recognition of the 
need to set off the natural beauty of the 
material employed, whether gold, silver or 
bronze, to the greatest advantage. The re 
quirement of the adaptation to the material 
is nowadays made in all domains of the art- 
trades, and is, in general, one of the prin 
cipal conditions of artistic effectiveness. In 
jewelry this condition is the more important,

CHAMBERSBURG, Pa., June 25.—News 
reached here, to-day, of the death of Dr. 
George W. Ludwig, who died at the hos 
pital of the University of Maryland, in 
Baltimore, Monday night, shortly after 8.30 
o'clock Jeath was due to intestinal tuber 
culosis. Dr. Ludwig, who was 46 years old, 
had been in ill health for about six months, 
but it was not until April that he took to 
his bed 

He was born and raised in Chambers 
burg and was engaged in the jewelry busi 
ness about 30 years. In 1870 he began to 
learn the jewelry business with Daniel 
Shaffer, on Memorial Sq., and, two years 
later, removed to Cumberland, Md., to fin 
ish his trade with William Wilkins & Co 
Before finishing at Cumberland he remov 
ed to Wheeling, W. Va., where he remained 
for a short time, later moving to Phila 
delphia, where he secured employment in 
the jewelry store of John Bowman. 
Upon the death of Mr. Bowman Dr. Lud 
wig returned to Chambersburg and opened 
a small jewelry store and repair shop 

At that time he formed a partnership 
with J. D. Ludwig, Esq., of Chambersburg, 
and the firm was known as Geo. W. Lud 
wig & Co.’s Parlor Jewelry Store lwo 
years later J. D. Ludwig withdrew from 
the firm and Dr. Ludwig continued in the 
business until the time of his death 

Besides a jeweler of ability, Dr. Ludwig 
was a skilled oculist and met with more 
than ordinary success. He began the study 


| of medicine at the Maryland University at 


Baltimore in 1894 and was graduated four 
years later. While at school his business 
interests here were successfully managed by 
W. H. Ludwig. 

Upon returning to Chambersburg, D 
Ludwig opened an office at the rear of his 
jewelry store in the room now occupied by 
J. H. Dechert & Son, and devoted a greater 
portion of his time to his specialty In 
\pril, 1902, he removed his office to the 
Clark residence, E. Market St., where he 
continued to practice until his final ill 
ness. 

Beside his widow, formerly Miss Emma 
Brengle, Cumberland, Md., one daughter, 
Ethyl, survives. The remains were remov- 


ed to Cumberland for interment.

Jewelers’ Protective Union Again Causes 
Arrest of Chas. Savage. 


\s the direct result of careful detective 
work and a thorough investigation into 
criminal records by the Jewelers’ Protec- 
tive Union, Charles Savage, mulatto, who 
was recently acquitted of a charge of bur- 
glary, in Portland, Ore., is now in jail, 
in Denver, Col., awaiting trial by the 
Government authorities. 

Savage, it will be remembered by read- 
ers of THE CirCULAR-WEEKLY, was one 
of the persons alleged to have assisted tn 
robbing the trunk of A. F. Lowenthal, 
New York, last November, at a Portland, 
Ore., hotel. After the robbery, Savage, 
who had until that time been employed 
as bell-boy in the hotel, suddenly disap- 
peared. The Jewelers’ Protective Union 
put the case in the hands of Pinkerton 
detectives, and began a thorough search 
of the country for Savage. 

They finally caused his arrest in Mon- 
treal, and had him taken from there to 
Portland, Ore., for trial. Savage was ac- 
quitted of the charges against him by two 
juries, and, at the second acquittal, the 
District Attorney declared that the evi- 
dence had been wilfully disregarded. Im- 
mediately after his acquittal Savage went 
to Denver, and has lived there since. 

At the time of Savage's acquittal, the 
Jewelers’ Protective Union was thorough- 
ly convinced that there had been a mis- 
carriage of justice, and with this idea start- 
ed out to hunt up his record, and, if pos- 
sible, have him convicted of one of the 
crimes they believed he had previously 
committed. 

Savage had not been in Denver a great 
while before the post office there was 
broken into and several packages of jew- 
elry and registered letters stolen. Also, 
the post office at Rocky Ford was robbed 
in the same manner. Meanwhile, the 
agents of the Jewelers’ Protective Union 
had been very active in digging up Sav- 
age’s record and in keeping track of his 
present method of living, and when these 
post office robberies occurred, they placed 
a sufficient number of facts in the hands 
of the Federal authorities to convince 
them that Savage had some connection 
with the burglaries. He was then ar- 
rested by Inspectors Bennett, Gregg, 
Smither and Latimer, Assistant Postmasit- 
er Vick Roy and Deputy United States 
Marshal William Crocker, and is now in 
jail awaiting trial 

At the preliminary hearing in the Mar- 
shal’s office, Savage denied his guilt, but 
was unable to explain satisfactorily where 
he obtained the large quantity of jewelry 
found in his possession at the time of his 
arrest. A portion of this jewelry was iden- 
tified by H. A. Otto as being his property. 
Otto’s room at “The Earl” rooming house 
was broken into two weeks ago, and the 
diamond pin and watch fob which were 
found on the negro were stolen. Savage 
was also charged with the robbery of the 
Salt Lake post office, 

Although Savage was arrested by the 
United States authorities, and his prose- 
cution rests wholly with them, the credit 
of the arrest rightly belongs to the Jew- 
elers’ Protective Union.

The Referee said that in this in 
stance the bankrupt should be examined 
thoroughly, and set the examination down 
for Monday afternoon.

The Judge 
reserved decision The time for the re- 
turn of the capias on which Kahn was ar- 
rested has been extended for 30 days from 
June 25, pending fhe decision of the ap- 
plication.

The young man told his story very 
plausibly, but the girl had been instructed 
by her father to make no sales and do 
no business in his absence, and explained 
this to the stranger. He, however, was 
persistent, and got her to the door of the 
establishment, saying that he wanted to 
show her where he lived, and asking that 
on her father’s return, he should send 
some goods up to the house for examina- 


tion. He pointed to a house on the cor- 
ner of Woodhull and Colombia Sts. 

In order to get a good view of this 
house, the girl was obliged to step a few 
feet out of the door to the pavement, 
and as she did so, she heard a slight 
noise in the store. She wheeled around 


quickly, but was not in time to intercept 
the progress very small young man 
who hurried quickly by her with two trays 
of rings, tucked snugly under his coat 
lapel. Miss Shapiro pursued the thief 
down the street, but was not able to over 
take him, and, fearing to Teave the store 
with no one in charge, retraced her steps 
to the door and screamed for help.

mentioned in THE CrrcULAR-WEEKLYy, May

It is well, however, to call attention to 
the fact that the failure to pass this bill 
was primarily due to the fact that Con- 
gress had on its hands a large amount of 
important legislation which had to receive 
attention before the end of the session, and 
was not due to any fight made by the oppo- 
nents of Mr. Shafroth’s measure.

leather case which resembles a jewelry 


ring box, but contains spectacles and eye- 
glasses, and which was directly under the 
hole made in the window. This case 
was so placed, however, that its lid 
could not possibly be raised by a person 
reaching through the hole in the glass. 
The loss of the jewelry was not very much, 
but the method which the thieves em 
ployed has somewhat frightened the jew- 
elers of Hoboken. 

Edward G. Benedict was, Thursday, ap- 
pointed receiver for Louis Simon, watch- 
maker, at 12 Stanton St., New York, who 
filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy, 
June 5. At the time, Simon’s schedules 
showed liabilities of $3,432, and nominal 
assets of $2,108, consisting of $700 in 
stock, $1,148 in accounts due him, 
$260 in machinery. Mr. Benedict was ap- 
pointed on petition of Morris Klein, a 
creditor, who stated that he was convinced 
that Simon was quietly collecting some 
of the accounts due him and turning them 
to his own personal account, instead of 
adding them to his assets. Some of his 
creditors who believed that he had 
verted the goods to his own private use 
secured a warrant and had him arrested. 
His counsel then made an _ application 
in the Federal courts for a writ of habeas 
corpus for Simon, but this writ was re- 
fused, and an application was made in 
the New York Supreme Court. Pending 
the argument on this application Simon 
is out on $800 bail.

P. Goldsmith, of the concern, 
speaking of the strike to a CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY reporter, said a delegation of three 
men from the labor organization called on 
him and informed him that they were speak- 
ing for his employes, and that they wanted 
a 54 hours a week schedule instead of the 
customary 56 hour schedule.

It filled with suffi- 
cient variety of information and reading 
matter to insure, with reasonable certainty, 
its favorable reception and subsequent pres- 
ervation by a majority of people who may 
receive copies. 

The company endeavors to get one of the 
booklets into the hands of each one of the 
many Summer visitors who are to be found 
at Petoskey at this season of the year. The 
booklet is printed in black ink with a red 
cover, between which are 16 white pages. 
The covers and four inside pages are used 
in the interests of the concern’s business. 
One page tells of diamonds and precious 
stones, one page of silver ware, one of the 
optical department, one of watches and an- 
other of cut glass and china. The monthly 
calendars appear one on a page with a poet- 
ical reference to the birth stone of the 
month and a quotation referring to the 
month. The first few pages are occupied 
with the well known bit of poetry, “The 
Water Mill,” by Sarah Doudnay, followed 
by Charles Fallen Adams’s parody on the 
same entitled “Der Vater Mill.” The other 
information scattered through the book in- 
cludes such subjects as the distance sound 
may be heard, how to tell a person’s age, 
number of revolutions of watch wheels, 
meaning of karats of gold and facts about 
money. 

The-whole production, while not at all 
pretentious and not very expensive to the 
advertiser, is nevertheless neat and very well 
suited for the purposes for which it was 
made. The examination of a copy might 
give good inspiration to jewelers in need

Value of Sentiment. 
ANY things must be sold on the 
basis of sentiment or qualities that 
do not depend upon the value of the ma- 
terial entering into them. The secret in 
making people buy them is to create in 


their minds an appreciation of the peculiar 
characteristics by the articles. 
The canvas and paint in a masterpiece by 
Rembrandt is of no more value than that 
in a “pot boiler” by an attic dauber, but 
there is a difference in the prices they 
bring. An article of clothing of this sea- 
son’s style may contain no more worth in 
material than one of last season, but the 
style will sell it, while the other has to re-

Electric Gas Lighting. 


(Continued from issue of June 18, page 78.) 


Fig. 30 shows an arrangement in which 
the electro-magnet occupies a horizontal 


position. The action of the parts is the 
same as in the preceding mechanism. 
For special purposes, where very long 


sparks are required, it is the practice of 
manufacturers to wind the secondary coil in 
sections, thereby avoiding possible injury to 
the fine wire by internal sparking. 

If now an interrupted electric current 
irom a few battery cells is passed through 
the primary coil, a very intense current is 
induced or “set up” in the secondary wire, 
which results in a spark capable of jump- 
ing through an air gap as large as 30 inches, 
end even larger, depending, of course, upon 
the size and construction of the coil. Such 
coils are called induction coils, and are used 
for a great many purposes, as will be de 
scribed in a later issue.

Fig. 30 shows a diagram of connec 


tion; whereby a brake wheel a is employed 
to interrupt the circuit of the battery B, 
and the primary coil. The secondary coil 
is connected by well insulated wires to any 
number of gas jets, leaving at the top of 
each an opening for the spark to jump 


across. The induction coil shown in Fig.

31 is provided with self vibrating apparatus 
at c, so that it may not be necessary to in- 
terrupt the circuit with the brake wheel. 
The method of operation is about the same 
as in an ordinary electric vibrating bell; 
the iron bundle becomes magnetized, at- 
tracts the hammer at c, and thus interrupts 
the circuit at the adjusting or contact screw. 
A simple switch, or even a push button, is 
sufficient to make and break the circuit, and 








only a few vibrations of the hammer ¢ are 
necessary to create sparks 

Another method of lighting a large 
number of gas jets at once is to connect the 
wires leading to the gas jets with a small 
machine, the exterior of which is

It consists of two glass or hard rubber 
plates provided with metallic buttons, 
against which brass tinsel brushes bear by 
friction, thereby exciting the plates; one of 
the plates is stationary, while the other ro- 
tates. This machine is a modification of the 
Holtz influence machine, called the Toep- 
pler-Holtz machine. Another modification 
of the former is the Winhurst machine, 
which consists of two glass plates, with sec- 
tors of tinfoil pasted on, and caused to ro- 
tate against each other by a crank, which 
moves two pulleys, one of which has a 
crossed belt connecting with the pulley of 
one of the two glass plates.

In Donder’s and Hart- 
ridge’s tables of Presbyopia the lens for 
correction advised includes not only the de- 
fect of accommodation, which is true pres 
byopia, but also a static defect of the eye 
which begins at about the same time and 
continues usually through life, or until that 
change which is known as “second sight”’ 
takes place. Hence, in spite of emmetropia 
at the age of 40, a slowly increasing 
hyperopic value begins to appear. Other- 
wise the correction for reading would be 
the exact amount of the insufficiency of the 
comfortable accommodation.

Namely, toward 
his patrons, toward his competitors and to 
ward himself.

travagant claims as to the result of wearing 
his glasses; by not making prices so low 
that he is not justified in giving 
time and attention to the case, and yet not 
so high as to be exorbitant in price. 

Justice toward competitors: Paradoxica 
as it may be and hard for the selfish nature 
to believe, yet it is a fact that to cultivate 
an open, frank disposition that will acknowl 
edge the virtue of competitors will gain 
the respect and patronage of a community. 
A man who understands his profession does 
not have to contrast the darkness of his 
brother optician with his own light to make 
it visible, but simply lets his own light 
shine in cheerful, prompt and satisfactory 
service to his patrons. If some one comes 
to his office with a frame all out of shape, 
thereby throwing the axis of the lens out 
of place and producing an unsatisfactory re 
sult that would otherwise be perfectly sat- 
isfactory and complains of your competitor 
not having fitted him properly, it will pay 
you (though possibly not immediately) to 
be just to this patron; if, after making a 
sufficient test you find the lenses he has are 
correct, frankly tell him the trouble and 
put the frames in proper shape, instead of 
selling him another pair and reflecting upon 
your competitor. 

It will pay you to be just to your com 
petitor, for there is a law of adjustment 
and retribution and some day your brother 
competitor may have a similar case against 
you; but mind whether he 
to turn the matter against you or not, let 
each of us say, “As for me, I will do right

Growing Public Optical Knowledge. 


HILE public interest in optical mat- 
ters is growing, it is natural that 
articles and paragraphs concerning the 
eyes and their needs and should be 
published in papers and magazines of gen- 
eral circulation. Such things, when reason- 
ably accurate and intelligent, tend to-beneft 
the business of the optician. Such an in- 
stance is shown by the following from the 
Youth’s Companion: 

The announcement by Dr. Weir Mitchell 
about 30 years ago that conditions of the 
eye requiring extreme effort to focus it, in 
other words, eye strain, cause certain ne:- 
vous headaches, directed the attention of 
many other observers to the far-reaching 
effects of defective vision, 

The short-sighted child may become more 
studious than the average from the fact 
that he is able to see only objects close at 
hand. He may thus turn to books with a 
degree of application which may be harm- 
ful, inasmuch as the defect renders it like- 
ly that his outdoor pleasures are corre- 
spondingly restricted. 

The far-sighted child may be even more 
seriously affected. He perceives objects 
near at hand with a blurred and indistinct 
impression. It-is a difficult process for him 
to apply his attention book or to a 
copy because the eyes rebel against pro- 
longed strain. Not seeing clearly he is less 
apt to reason clearly. A idea dawns 
slowly when study demands a marked ex- 
penditure of nervous energy. In this eveat 
it is not to be wondered at if study becomes

tiresome and distasteful and if 
ingenuity is exercised to further 
cape from as much school work as possi- 
ble. 

A physical defect which it is possible io 
correct may thus easily become responsible 
for traits of character which permanently 
impair mental progress.

Children who are cross-eyed have a 
double disadvantage in that they are ham- 
pered by sight-confusion and are also fre- 
quently the butt of their companions’ 
thoughtless ridicule.

How to Replace a Broken Pivot. 





(Continued from page 73, June 11.) 


| l is easy to see if the staff is well cen 
tered when the methods previously de 
scribed have been followed» The best way 
to do this is to hold the point of a sharp 
pegwood in the marked centerpoint of the 
pivot shoulder and then set the lathe in 
motion. If the pegwood point keeps steady 
and straight in the marked centerpoint :t 
is true, but if the pegwood point moves 
then the centerpoint has not been marked 
exactly in the center. 

If this latter be the case do not attempt 





to correct the mark by enlarging and deep 
ening it with the graver, but simply grind 
off the mark with the oilstone slip and re- 
commence the centering operation. It is 
seldom necessary to do so when the lathe 
and its centering attachment are in good 
order. The most important point in re 
placing a broken pivot being to adjust the 
new pivot exactly in the center of the 
axle, we should be particular to find that 
centerpoint and if one does not succeed in 
drilling a hole in the true center line it is 
better never to replace a broken pivot and 
to drill in or buy a new staff. 

Some watchmakers drill a hole much 
wider than the pivot and should it be out 
of center the plug will be thick enough so 
as to allow a true pivot to be turned on it. 
Such work is simply botch work and can 
never be satisfactorily finished, for if one is 
not able to drill a hole in the center he 
will hardly be able to change an untrue 
plug in a perfectly true pivot, which cer- 
tainly needs skilled turning. 

Repairers who have little confidence in 
the correctness of their centering attach 
ment or who have none, mostly make use 
of a centering tool of which an enlarged il- 
lustration is given in Fig. 9. This tool, al- 
though it is a useful and not expensive

It does not 
need great skill to handle the tool, but only 
a little attention, such as is always required 
in repairing. 

Another centering tool which can easily 
be made by any watchmaker is represented 
in Fig. 10. It works on the same principle 
as that described above and consists of a 
hollow cone, a, into which slides the cen- 
tering needle, b. This needle, which is fil- 
ed flat at the back, passes into a notch of 
the spring e, which maintains it in posi- 
tion and prevents it from rotating when 
the tool is held against the staff.

To center a staff or a rod its flat 
end is held within the angle and against 
the plate, and then with a sharp graver a

A Special Census Report on the Manufacture of Watch Movements and Watch Cases 
in the United States. 


(From advance sheets of the report of the Director of the Census.) 


(Concluded.) 
EW, if any, watch cases are now made 
by the high grade watch movement 
factories, the manufacture having becony 
specialized. Watch movements and watch 


cases are made for each other according to 
standard sizes, so that the jobber or dealer 
may order them to fit, in style according 
to the caprice of himself or his customer, 
just as he can order interchangeable parts 
of the watch movement by number for re- 
pair work, with no misgivings as to their 
fitting. The watch case industry shows the 
same kind of evolution as the manufacture 
of watch movements. The effort has been 
to lower the cost, improve the quality, and 
increase the uniformity of the product by 
automatic machinery and at the same time 
to furnish a rich variety of effects. In old 
times crude tools were used, but when the 
machine-made watch appeared improved 
methods became necessary to meet the in- 
creased demand. Cases were made at first 
by watch movement factories, but their 
manufacture was gradually dropped for the 
more delicate fabrication. The automatic 
machines devoted to watch case making are 
marvels, and the system of interchangeable 
parts prevails as in the manufacture of 
watch movements. The general system of 
division of labor is similar in the two man- 
ufactures. The metal for the case under- 


| 


goes several processes, from the furnace 
where it is melted, mixed, and shaped, 
through the cutting, rolling, turning and 
stamping, until it reaches the several 
skilled mechanics who finish it in its final 
beauty of design 

One of the revolutionizing events in the 
history of the case industry was the inven 
tion of the popular filled case, patented in 
1859 by James Boss, of Philadelphia, Pa. 
By this the people are provided with a 
tasty, serviceable and durable gold case at 
about half the cost of a solid gold one. 
Besides the gold filled, the kinds of cases 
in most common use are silver, nickel 
(including silverene, silverore, silveroid, 
and nickel silver, which are the same under 
different trade-marks) and German silver 
Gun metal is also used, and in the 
low priced grades, brass, nickel plated, is 
employed. 

The gold case gives the artisan excellent 
opportunities for ornamentation, by its 
beautiful lustre and richness of color. It 
is often delicately enameled or exquisitely 
engraved, and ornamented with gems. The 
prime requisite, however, in selecting mate- 
rial for the case is to have it of sufficient 
stiffness to protect the delicate interior 
from injury by external pressure. The case 
should also be so constructed as to exclude 
all dust and moisture, two great hindrances 
to perfect timekeeping.
